are accounting more and 
more for days lost from 
work," Phillips said. "It Is 
estimated that one-fourth of 
absenteeism in industry 
is caused by respiratory ill­ 
nesses."

The TB and Health Asso­ 
ciation president said that 
money contributed to the 
crippling respiratory disease 
campaign will be used in local 
projects designed to help sci­ 
ence find the answers to 
chronic respiratory diseases.
